‘I'he southern districts, whicb are inha- 
bited by Nubas, aro atill frequently disturbed 
as the natives rather enjoy a fight, bat in 
other parts of this country the situation is 
more satisfactory. The revenue is increasing 
owing tothe retarn of large numbers cf the 
former inhabitants from the Exstern provinces 
where they went in Dervish times, and to 
the opening up of trade routes to the Bahr 
el Ghszal and Darfour. Sir Reginald Wingate 
in the conrse of his tour of inspection intends 
to visit the capital town, E! Obeid. 

His tour will have a good effest in helping 
to impress the minds of the population with 
the power of the Government to maintain 
order in the southern districts. There exist 
many mountains in the Scuth which have 
never yet been visited by a Government 
official. The raids between the inhabitants of 
the varions Jebels have led to many acts of 
savagery. Their chiefs orcheikhs will not come 
to see the nearest inspector, and this shyness 
appears to be due more to fear of the anknown 
than to the desire of resisting the Government. 
Their knowledge of the customs of Govern- 
ments in no way has tended to make them 
over-confident ina new Government, of which 

‘they know nothing.

Moking 
every allowance for the natural contrast one 
might expect to find after leaving one of 
our first-class liners, one may yet, without 
undne captiousness, urge the more freqnent 
application of water at least—if fresh paint 
is ont of the question. The use of cotton 
waste and water appears to be unknown, and 
cons¢quectly throughout the vessel the white 
paint has become a dingy grey, and coal 
dust envelopes the ship in a shroud of unre- 
lieved griminess. 

The sppearance of ropes, canvas, and tackle 
generally does not inepire confidence, and one 
feels inclined to ask whether at statad times, 
or at all, the crew are made to go through avy 
form of boat drill, and whether the boats and 
ship’s gear not in daily use are properly tested 
at regalar intervals. In other respects the 
Lefkosia is an improvement on tbe old Bell 
boats, and the food and attendsnce are quite 
fair. Both the condition and smart, clean 
appearance ct the ship’s farniture and tackle 
are however in need of more constant and 
searching attention.

The Throne of the Latin Patriarchate of 
Jerusalem, vacant sirc3 the death of the late 
lamented Mongignor Piavi, who had occupied 
that exalted position for sixteen years, has at 
length been filled, and an end thas pat to no 
small measure of anxiety in Latin Oriental 
politics, by the appointment cf His Grace 
Monsignor Camassei, Romish Bishop of Naxos. 

Tbe new Patriarch, Philippe Camassei, 
was boro im Rome on the 14th September, 
1848. He stadied theology in a Roman semin- 
ary, and passed in theology and canon law. 
Ordained s priest on the 12th April, 1872, he 
was appointed Censor of the Liturgical Aca- 
demy, Rector of the College of the Propaganda 
in 1890; and domestic prelate of the Pope in 
1897,-He was consecrated an Archbishop of 
Naxos and Primate of the Cyclades in May, 
and entered upon his episcopal daties a month 
later. ; 

The new Patriarch is a great favourite at 
Constantinople, and was decorated in August 
1904 with the Osmanieh. His tolerant attitude 
towards the Orthodox Greeks during his

Asa matter of fact, the Greeks have the 
right of precedence, as Juvenal, who was the 
firat Greek Patriarch, appointed by the Council 
of Chalcedon in 451, had as many as sighty- 
eight successors before a Latin Patriarch was 
appdinted, Prior to Javeral, Jerusalem was no 
more thane Bishopric suffragant on Cz:area, 
the administrative capital of the Roman pro- 
vince. The famous split aver the question of 
the Filicqae began in 819, when Thomas was 
Greek Patriarch ; and it was in 1099 that the 
Pope’s Legate Daimbert, Archbishop of Pisa, 
was appointed the first Latin Patriarch, In 
1369 the Franciscans of the Holy Land usurp- 
ed the jarisdiction of the Latin Patriarch, 
whose position until 1847 was insignificant. 
Pios 1X., however, restored the dignity and 
appointed Mgr. Joseph Valerga, a Genoese 
Doctor ot Theology who was also an Oriental 
linguist, speaking, inter alia, Tarkish,Chaldean, 
and Arabic. He it was who organised the 
missions. He died in 1872, and was sueceeded 
by Mgr. Vincenti Bracco, who reigned thirteen 
years, ee 
Since the death of Mgr. Piavi the Locum 
Tenens has been the Patriarchal Vioar Mgr, 
Piscardo,

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BRITISH SCHOOL 
OF ARCHAOLOGY IN EGYPT.

NEED FOR PRESENT SUPPORT. 


Sir Robert Henley presided at the annral 
meeting of the Britith School of Archierlegy 
in Egypt and the Egyptian Research Account, 
which took place at tho ‘Sniversity Col'ege, 
London, last Saturday week. 

The Chairman, in opening, spoke of the flou- 
rishing state of the school. He also referred to 
the greatly increased interest wh’ch is taken 
in Egypt, and to the demand that the pro- 
srerity of tbat country has made for young 
men trained in a knowledge of the language 
and with a personal acquaintance with the 
best specimens of the inhabitants and with 
the districts which the ordinary traveller gets 
no acqnaintance with. That was precisely 
the kind of training which the Biitish School 
of Archieology was capable of affording in a 
way in which, perhape, no other agency war 
capable of effordirg it. Lord Cromer himeelt 
was personally very well disposed towards the 
School, and gave it his cordial support. 
(Cheers. ) 

Statements showing the great progress of 
the school were made by Dr. J. H. Walker 
and Mrs. Petrie, the hon. secretaries, and it 
was announced that Lord Cromer had con- 
sented to be patron of the school, The Trea- 
sarer, Mr. Hilton Price, gave a most satisfac- 
tory accoont. of the finances of the echool and 
research account. 

Professor Flinders Petrie, in the course of 
an address, said it was rarely that a new move- 
ment for scientific research had become estab- 
lished so quickly and decisively as the British 
School of Arch slogy in Egypt. When in May 
last year the necessity for sach an organiza- 
tion was forced apon him by ex‘ernal circum- 
stances he covld not anticipate that so 
eubstantial an instrument of research would 
be so epeedi'y entrasted to their committee 
by the public. Within year and a half the 
collection of over £3,(C0 had shown what a 
hearty interest was felt in the recovery of the 
history and civilization of Egypt. Their assarad 
position for future work needed now to be 
thorongbly msiutained, in order to make it 
comparable with the richly endowed French 
School, the many official enterprise: of German 
Oriental work, and the Royal undertakings of 
Italy. The public must always remember that 
other Governments regarded the bistorical 
researches of their countries as matters of 
public concern ; while Eugland alone left ita 
workers to stroggle forthe means of Egyptian 
atadies. The labour of col!ecting with one hand 
while spending with the other was, indeed, 
almost impossible; acd bat for the unceasing 
work of organiz'ng and correspondence carried 
on by his wife (cheers) there would have been 
no such meeting as that which was held that 
day. The direction ot hundreds of workmen 
the management of the large collections, the 
publication of tall memoirs of results were alone 
enongh to require undivided attention ; and, 
while ‘thanking them most heartily for the 
splendid response to the critical position in 
which their work stood last year, he must trast 
that they would remember how impossible all 
that activity in Ezypt would be without, their 
sopport and that of their friends. The 
work of the past season proved the richest 
historical harvest that he had known. The 
Hyksos camp and cemstery, the city of 
Raamees,and the temple and town of Onias had 
all consolidated their vague impressions and 
scanty literary atatements ina most satiafao- 
tory manner. The three students who went 
out with him largely contributed to their 
resultg, and his wife drew 50 plates; they were 
able to keep two camps at work, and altogether 
to examine six sites. This year there would be 
six atudents at work, one of whom, Mrs, Firth, 
had done admirable drawings for previous 
volomes at the Mastabas of Sakkara ; while 
another student had had museum experience 
at Edinburgh, and had the sarction of the 
Education Department to include Egyptian 
work in his atudies. ‘I'he ground on which they 
were permitted to work was in three districts. 
First, they ehould begin on the desert between 
Giza and Abosir ; tombs of the first, the second, 
and third dynasties were already known there, 
and it was the most promising site available 
for aecertaining the civilization between the 
great ages of the first and fourth dynasties. 
Whether there was a great decline in the 
interval was one of the urgent problems in 
history. Secondly, they might work between 
Assiout and Sohag with a view to trying for 
any light between the seventh and 11th dynas- 
ties, as tombs of the ninth dynasty were known 
there. Lastly, the temple site of the important 
city of Athribis ought to be found, and perhaps 
they might search for it. At each of these sites 
the need of work was argeat. Not only was 
there the ceaseless destraction carried on by 
the native, and the almost eqnally destractive 
excavations of the licensed digger, who did not 
work acientifically or publish all his resuite ; 
but in the last year‘or two there had been a 
fearsome activity in selling off Government 
landa to specalators. The great cemetery of 
Heliopolis was sold; the cemetery ot Tell el 
Yehodiyeh with the Hyksos graves was sold, 
and only by @ rare chance was he allowed to 
work in it ; the town of Goshen was sold, and 
work there was impossibie ; land below tha 
pyramid hill was eold 3, most of the site of; 
Athribis was sold. In ‘every direction the 
chances of recovering history were disappeat- 
ing for ever. ‘Their small resources of a few 
thousand pounds were as nothing in view of 
purchasing sites ; and they were not ins 
position to enter into the speculative market 
of buying for resale. Nor could they assume 
that any representations of students could 
affect the prlicy of the lands department, which 
already overrode the department of antiquities. ° 
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They must face the fact that, while debarred 
by one department from working on the most 
important sites, they were seeing the ground 
rapidly cut from under their feet by the other 
department. The only possible conrse seemed 
to be to work ont the sites in danger as rapid- 
ly as possible ; not to'spend a pound or a day 
over clearing up monaments which were al- 
ready recognized and not in danger, but to 
exbanst as quickly as they could the grcund 
which might soon pass irrevocably into speou- 
lative hands. They did not ask them and the 
public in general for any long-continued'sup- 
port ; the next few yeara would see the larger 
part of the openings for work. finally closed. 
That was not like a autjeot of nataral science 
which could generally be done in the next 
generation ; hera they wanted to put in as 
many salvage men as possible before the 
chances~ of rescue had vanished. Let them 
try to concentrate all their resources on Egypt 
for 8 few years, knowing that there would be 
bat little need ot such work ten years henoe— 
the history would have vanished for ever by 
that time. Sach was the prospect, soch were 
their claims to-day, and the response in the 
past year gave him hopes that they might yet 
see more workers and more meana for the 
English share of the rescue of Egyptian history. 
(Loud cheers. ) " 


CROSSING THE SAHARA.

BRITISH RESIDENT'S ADVENTUROUS 
JOURNEY. 


Interesting letters have been received from 
Mr. Hans Vischer, British Resident at Koka, 
Lake Chad, who is now andertaking a danger- 
ons journey throogh the forbidden hinterland 
of Tripoli across the great Sahara to Lake 
Chad. In the course of the description of his 
jonrney Mr. Viacher says : —“In the mountains 
of Gharian I found tomy astonishment people 
living in subterranean dwellings. Throogh 
entrances ten yards long and one broad we 
came upona square courtyard, which ia in 
reality ’a great hole open to the sky. Upon 
this all the rooms and stables converge. The 
rooms were very dark, and there were no 
windowr, bot the moat absolate cleanliness 
prevailed. Roand the courtyard rons a wall 
which protects thedwelling underneath.” 

At this point Mr. Vischer met Djamy Bey, 
the Tarkish officer who was to accompany him 


to Marzok. The Bey bed with him an Arab} 


Sbeikh and a large caravan. Taking with him 
some of the worst of his blacks Mr. Vischer 
and Djamy Bey proceeded towards the desert 
of the Hammada, following Barth’s route via 
Mirda, the remainder of: the caravan going 
on behind. Oa the march from Taboura to the 
Hammadsa Desert Mr. Vischer foand many 
Roman remains. “I made,” continues Mr. 
Vischer, ‘‘some interesting observations in the 
desert. The difference between the night and 
day temperature is always at least 20deg. 
(Celsias). Beyond Gharian the ground rises up 
to the hills, where fig and olive groves lie 
among Roman rainsand anderground villages. 
As we approached Maurzuk we came across 
lovely stretches of petrified forest.” — 
Writing from Marzok on Ang. 24th, Mr. 
Vischer eays: ‘We arrived here yesterday. 
I was received with great honour by the 
Governor of Fezzan, and a beautiful house has 
been placed at my disposal. I received an 
official invitation to the enthronement of the 
Saltan, and a review of the garrison was held.” 


Another letter, dated Murzok, Sept. 21st, ' 


emphasizes the great friendliness of the people, 
and says that the oaravan ie on the point of 
starting for: Lake Chad. Messages hsd been 
sent on by the Pasha at Marzak to two head- 
men at Tibarti to convoy the British Resident, 
“Within three days,” writes Mr. Vischer, “we 
hope to be in Gatro, in twenty days in Bilma, 
and in forty daya in Kaka. Everything is in 
good order, and the members of the caravan 
are perfectly quiet. I leave at Marzok Djamy 
Bey, who accompanied me to that point.”
